branches. Little flying families sent 
out to give their songs at sunrise 
and sunset. Blessings bred among 
the leaves.

How like life is th at tree From 
its first inception of life, {joking its 
small nose out of the rich earth, 
until standing high and powerful 
under the blue sky, it takes all that 
la given to it of storm, stress and 
cilm , Then it is cut down—but. as 
suggested above, it does not die.
